An Urgent Call Goes 
Forth Today, “Come 
and Dine”

The Master calleth, Come and dine. 
Matt. 18:14. It is not the will of your 
father which is in heaven that one of 
these little ones should perish, for 
God so loved the world that He gave 
his only begotten son, that whosoever 
believeth on him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.

Back in 
Noah’s day, the people did not believe 
the flood was coming, so they all per- 
ished in the flood except eight persons. 
“As it was in the. days of Noah, so 
shall it be in the days of the coming 
of the Son of man.” People are starv- 
ing to death on account of unbelief. 
The Master calleth, Come and dine. 
This great call has been extended 
down all thru the ages for nineteen 
hundred years; as Jesus walked down 
the seashore He called Peter, James 
and John. He nas been calling men 
ever since. He said, Many are called, 
but few are chosen. He spoke a para- 
ble in Luke 14:16 concerning the 
kingdom of God. “Blessed is he that 
shall eat bread in the kingdom of 
God.” Then said he unto him, a cer- 
tain man made a great supper and 
bade many, and sent his servants at 
supper time to say to them that were 
bidden, Come, for all things are now 
ready, and they all with one consent 
began to make excuses. The first said 
unto him, I have bought a piece of 
ground and must needs go and see it, 
I pray have me excused. And another 
said, I have bought five yoke of oxen 
and I go to prove them, I pray thee 
have me excused. Another said, I have 
married a wife, therefore I cannot 
come. So that servant came and shew- 
ed his lord these things, then the mas- 
ter of the house being angry said to 
his servant, Go out quickly into the 
streets and lanes of the city and bring 
in thither the poor and the maimed, 
the halt and the blind. And the ser- 
vant said, Lord it is done as thou 
hast commanded, and yet there 15 
room. There is still room for “you” 
in the service of the Master. He is 
still sending His servants out over 
this broad land and bidding the peo- 
ple to come into the fold. There 
are just a few that will lay down ev- 
erything and come boldly out on the 
Lord’s side.

If there has ever been a time in the 
history of the world that the people 
of God needed direction and help from 
God that they might walk the 
right way, it surely is now. 


There are many leaders and teach- 
ers who have gone forth; each one 
claiming to be right, and are teach- 
ing the folks that if they do not fol- 
low them or their doctrine they will 
be lost.

HOLINESS 


Without Holiness No 
Man Shall See The 
Lord 





S. W. Latimer 

“Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, without which no man shall 
see the Lord.” Heb. 12:14. 

Holiness is both negative and posi- 
tive: Negative, we are free from sin, 
and positive, wé are in possession of 
divine love. 

“Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ: Accord- 
ing as he hath chosen us in him be- 
fore the foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and without blame 
before him in love.” Eph. 1:3, 4. 


Now if you will tell me how long 
it has been since He has chosen us 
to be holy and without blame, I would 
like to know. If you notice it is spell- 
ed h-o-l-y. There are two ways to spell 
this word. Holy means to be holy like 
God is holy. Wholly means entirely 
holy, spirit, soul and body. 

“The oath which he swore to our fa- 
ther Abraham, that he would grant 
unto us, that we being delivered out 
of the hand of our enemies might 
serve him without fear, in holiness 
and righteousness before him, all the 
days of our life.” Luke 1:73-75. 

We see from this Scripture that He 
would grant us being delivered from 
our enemies. Evidently the word en- 
emies here refers to the enemy of all 
righteousness, and it says, all the 
days of our lives. Some would have 
you believe that we are to be made 
holy just before we die, but here we 
see that we are to be holy right here 
in this present world. 

“Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to the 
end for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the revelation 
of Jesus Christ; as obedient children, 
not fashioning yourselves according 
to the former lusts in your ignorance: 
But as he which hath called you is 
holy, so be ye holy in all manner of 
conversation. Because it is written, 
Be ye holy; for I am holy.” 1 Peter 
1:13-16. 

Here the apostle exhorts the people 
to be holy as He is holy. If you no- 
tice this word is spelled h-o-l-y, Pete 
is quoting Lev. 11:44, “For I am the 
Lord your God: ye shall therefore 
sanctify yourselves, and ye shall be 
holy; for I am holy.” 

This shows that God intended for 
His people to be holy. He said to the 
children of Israel, “Be ye holy for I 
am holy.” God’s people have always 
been a holy people and nothing short 
of this will please God. Under the law 
they had a sacrifice for sin and for 
sins, and those fully obeying and 
keeping God’s commandments in sac- 
rifices were made holy. Jesus is our 
sacrificial Lamb, and it is thru the 
shedding of His blood that the old 
man is crucified and we become holy. 

In Lev. 20:7 God said, “Sanctify 
yourselves therefore, and be ye holy: 
for I am the Lord your God.” It was 
a repeated warning to His people that 
they should be holy. This dotcrine is 
fought more than any one doctrine. 
in the Bible and yet it is plainky- 
taught in the Word that people ean, 
be made holy. Of course we are hely 
when we are sanctified thru the. 
blood of Jesus, 

“And the very God of peace sanc- 
tify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless unto the com- - 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 1 Thes. 
5:23. 

Here we see the word is spelled‘ 
w-h-o-l-l-y, which means entirely” 
holy. Many people teach that holinas 
18S a special work wrought in the 
heart through the blood of Jesus by 
the Holy Ghost. This is true but they 
contend that it is only a work of the 
heart and that their inward man can 
be made pure while the outward man 
can partake of the things of this 
world. Man is a trinity: Spirit, sout 
and body, and in Paul’s letter to the 
Thessalonians he made it plain that 
men could be holy, spirit, soul ana 
body. When the inward man is made 
pure it will adjust the imperfections 
and defects of the outward man. It 
would be impossible for the inward 
man to be pure and holy and the out- 
ward man be unclean. To assert that 
there is no difference between soul 
and spirit is to assert that there is 
no difference between the mortal 
body and the resurreeted body. In

HOLINESS 


(Continued from page one) 
‘Scripture the distinction between 
soul and spirit may be traced briefly. 
‘That distinction is the spirit is that 
part of man which knows. 

“For what man knoweth the things 
of a man, save tne spiri’. of man 
which is in him? Even.so the things 
of God knoweth no man, but the 
. Spirit of God.” 1 Cor. 2:11. 

The soul is the seat of affections, 
desires and of the active will. “My 
soul is exceedingly sorrowful.” Matt. 
“26-38: Matt. 11:29; John 12:27. 

‘The word soul translated in the Old 
Testament is nephesh. It is the exact 
equivalent of the New Testament 
word for the soul, the Gr., psuche, 
and the use of the soul in the Old 
Testament is identical with the use 
of the word soul in the New Testa- 
ment. 

I have heard some theologians in 
the past argue that the soul was the 
breath. I think the soul is that part 
of man that never dies. The rich man 
in hell had his five senses. He could 
see, he could hear, he could speak, he 
could taste, and he could feel, and he 
had his memory..I believe that will be 
the condition of all the souls of men. 
Now our text said, “Follow peace with 
all men, and holiness, without which 

no man shall see the Lord.” I have 
heard men argue that they were not 
responsible for not being holy because 
they didn’t know anything about the 
doctrine. God’s Word is very plain 
and all those who reject His Word, or 
fail to read and understand it, will be 
responsible. Jesus came that He might 
redeem the world from sin, or at 
least those who would accept Him, 
‘and when we fail to accept His Word 
and ‘believe on His name, transgres- 
sion becomes our own and each in- 
dividual will be responsible at the 
day of judgment. When we reject His
